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ELECTRICAL EXECUTIONS. 


Next week Kernler, the New York mur­ 
derer, is to be executed by the new elec­ 
trical process provided by the late Legis­ 
lature of that State in a statute abolishing 
the brutal rope and scaflold. 
A good 
many sickly sentimentalists Lave shud­ 
dered over the electrical means, and some 
ef them have endeavored, but ineffectu­ 
ally, to have the law declared unconstitu­ 
tional, because it provides an unusual mode 
for executing criminals. All new things 
are unusual at first; but that the electrical 
method will prove less painful and more 
certain than the hangman’s rope, is not 
now for a moment to he doubted. Kemler 
will be shunted off’ into the unknown 
without a twinge of pain, and in a space of 
time so small as to be immeasurable by 
any of the ordinary means of computation. 
Since it is the end of the law to execute 
with the least possible pain, the new 
method is therefore superior to the old. 
Many of the press of the East have 
taken a decided stand and projiose to rebel 
against that provision of the law exclud­ 
ing reporters from the scene of the ex­ 
ecution, and that prohibits the publication 
of sensational reports of the affair. 
That 
it is a wise provision of the law we are 
convinced. 
The sensational accounts of 
executions are demoralizing; they tend to 
defeat the purpose of the law by making 
the criminal something of a hero; they 
familiarize the 
public with execution 
scenes, and thus shear them of the terror 
they are intended to inspire among the 
lawless. 
No rejtorter who has reported 
hangings will honestly declare that he 
(relieves such reports as are referred to 
conserve any good purpose. 
The recital 
of the details of the preparations; the 
minutue of the last hours; the dramatic 
movements of the party mounting to the 
scaffold; 
the scene 
upon the gallows 
tree; the contortions of the victim; the 
examination by the physicians; the count­ 
ing of the waning pulse heats ; the removal 
of the body; the post mortem examin­ 
ation; the excitement among the outside 
multitude; the devices of the morbidly 
curious to catch a glimpse of the hanging; 
the after-rush for bits of the rope: the 
crowding in to look at the scaffold where 
the victim perished—all 
these things, 
together with the feverishness of the pub­ 
lic pulse in the town where an execution 
takes place, tend, as every experienced 
newspaper knows, to harden the sensibili­ 
ties; to deprive the execution of its warn­ 
ing character; to actually stimulate men 
to murder that they may enjoy the brief 
noterieiv which the man on the scaflold 
gains through the mischievous agency of 
sensational reporting. 
The truth is, that so soon as a man is 
finally condemned by the kw to death he 
ought to be considered dead to society. 
As in France, his very name should lie 
supplanted by a 
number; sentimental 
women and whining emotionalists should 
l>e forbidden access to him, to weep over 
the murderer and strew flowers upon the 
floor of his cell, and by their sickly and 
misdirected sympathy to exalt the villain 
to the .pinnacle of heroism. 
When the 
hour of execution arrives he should he 
deprived of life in the presence of the wit­ 
nesses the law provides, and with the least 
|>ossihle dramatic effect. The privacy of 
an execution adds to its terror, and thus, is 
a restraining influence, one of its chief 
purposes is attained by its private char­ 
acter. 
Most of the New York papers de­ 
clare that they will defy the law in the 
Kemmler case and make as seusational re- 
|>orts as they possibly can, though any­ 
thing more than the announcement that 
the decree of the law has l>een carried out 
is forbidden. 
If the New York newspapers 
do this, we trust that the officers whose 
duty it is will prosecute the offenders. 
The press should lie a leader in oliediencc 
to the law, not a promoter of rebellion 
against it. 


T h e fact that one of the imperial house­ 
hold, the Grand l)uke Constantine, has 
deck red himself a sympathizer with those 
in Russia who demand a constitution anil 
representative government is said to have 
deeply affected the Czar. 
Well it might- 
The Grand Duke, by the expressions used 
in a poem addressed by him to the young 
revolutionists of Russia, lias proved that 
he is rather a gushing writer, but that he 
is a sincere advocate for liberty of speech 
and conscience, and that he has the cour­ 
age to take a position that he well koows 
will consign him bv condemnation, if not 
to residence in Siberia, at least to a long 
exile from his native land. 
He certainly 
is a brave man, though his poetry con­ 
victs him of being eminently sentimental. 
To arrive at a thorough appreciation of 
the importance of the conversion of the 
fcrand Duke to republicanism we must 
reflect upon the fact that he was horn an 
aristocrat, raised in the belief that the 
Lord has ordained that Emperors, Princes, 
Kings and Queens are created to rule over 


lesser mortals, and that the Divine right 
to wear a crown is superior to the right of 
the governed to a voice in the choosing of 
their governors. He has been raised in 
the atmosphere of royalty, educated in tne 
school of autocracy, and has not at any 
time been brought into contact with the 
life of the lower classes, except as curios­ 
ity may have prompted him to observe it. 
He is, in short, of the blood royal and bom 
to wear the purple. 
When, therefore, such 
a man declares for democratic forms and 
the establishment of republican govern­ 
ment, and yields up all his special and 
aristocratic privileges, it must be because 
conviction has risen superior to his educa­ 
tion, and a profound sense of justice and 
human right has dominated the prejudices 
of his surroundings. 


T h e official trial trip of the Charleston 
has been completed and the ship has re­ 
turned to port, with her officers not only 
thoroughly satisfied with her performances 
at sea, but exceedingly proud of the first 
war vessel built upon the Pacific coast. 
Not only has the Charleston proved to be 
an excellent sea-boat, hut the firing of her 
heavy batteries did not in the slightest de­ 
gree affect her—as the Rear Admiral ex­ 
preses it, “'not so much as a crack in the 
paint resulted.” The batteries also proved 
to be well mounted and to give accurate 
results in target firing. It is agreed by 
the officers of the ship that there is no 
record of better gunnery on a trial trip in 
the history of the navy. 
Californians 
have reason to be proud of such a report. 
It is a pride that is wholesome to culti­ 
vate, since it stimulates patriotism and en­ 
courages attachment to State interests. It 
is now demonstrated that the mechanical 
works of the State are equal to any de­ 
mand that may lie made upon them for 
naval construction, and this fact now 
places the State in the list of regular bid­ 
ders for such work, and gives it a standing 
at the East and commands respect for it 
there that are of exceeding value. 


T h e r e is considerable talk about the 
session of the approaching State Conven­ 
tion of the Republican party being held 
in this, that or the other interior place. 
There is but on place that should be con­ 
sidered, if convenience, centrality and 
propriety are to be taken into account, and 
that is the seat of the State Government. 
The place to hold a convention of that 
order is at the Capital of the State. 
In 
the case of Sacramento there is the added 
reason that better that any other point it 
will accommodate the largest number of 
delegates in the matter of reaching the 
Convention economically and speedily. In 
that respect there is no city that can com­ 
pare with it. 


T h e jiolice continue to arrest the Chi­ 
nese lotterv-ticket vendors, which brings 
about the inquiry, “ Why are the white 
men who also violate the law unmolested ?'» 
The answer is easy and satisfactory—the 
county is not prepared to erect a prison 
sufficiently large to accommodate the re­ 
sult of arresting the white offenders.

ACTION ON THE BOND ELECTION VtJT 
OFF A FEW DATS.

The Board of City Trastees met in regu­ 
lar weekly session yesterday 
morning 
Present—Mayor Comstock, and Trustees 
M cLsughlin and Wolf. 
The Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks 
reported that 24 498,000 gallons of water 
had been pumped during the past week. 
The H olly pum p was in operation 112 
hours and the Stevens 59 hours. 
City Attorney H art recommended to the 
Board that they adopt the dog ordinance as 
•written by ex-City Attorney Church, in ­ 
stead of endeavoring to am end the old one 
w hich was so ungram m atically w ritten 
that it was worthless. 
No action was taken in the m atter. 


SIDEWALK CBSTBCCTIOXS. 
Add. C. H inkson appeared before the 
Board as attorney for a J-street business 
firm, and read a petition asking that the 
suit instituted by the Street Commissioner 
for constructing a show window on the 
sidewalk be withdrawn. If this was not 
done, he said, all the merchants on J and 
K streets would have to remove their dis­ 
play windows, provided the Court should 
decide in favor of the Street Commissioner, 
and a great am ount of expense would be 
involved. 
Trustee McLaughlin said it was not the 
intention of the Board to compel everyone 
to remove their show-windows, but they 
wanted to know w hether or not they could 
restrict a property-owner from building his 
window wherever he pleased on the side­ 
walk. 
P. E. Platt spoke on the m atter also. He 
said he was not an interested party, and 
the m atter did not concern him any more 
than it should any other citizen who had 
the interests of the city at heart. H e be­ 
lieved, however, that this particular case 
was an exception. The parties had gone 
to considerable expense in improving their 
building, and made it an ornam ent to the 
street. 
The show-windows were quite at­ 
tractive, and he hoped the suit would not 
be prosecuted. 
The owner of the window said he be­ 
lieved that a rival of his in the same busi­ 
ness had talked to the Street Commissioner 
and spurred him on to start the suit. 
Mr. M cLaughlin denied this, and after 
further talk the m atter was laid over for 
one week. 
GOOD GKAYEL, OR NONE. 
E. C. Atkinson, in behalf of the prop- 
erty-owDers on I street, which is about to 
be improved by graveling, asked inform a­ 
tion of the Board as to what kind of gravel 
was going to be used on the street. The 
property-owners had to pay for it and 
wanted the best gravel. H e was satisfied 
that screened gravel could be placed on 
th e street for the same cost as unscreened 
gravel. 
The property-owners would be 
better satisfied, however, if the work was 
deferred for a time, but if it was to be done 
right away they wanted the best qualitv of 
gravel. 
City Eogineer Pierson said streets on 
which wes placed screened gravel had cost 
from $1 80 to $2 25 per foot, while with the 
other kind of gravel it cost $1 57 per foot. 
C. A. Luhrs volunteered the statem ent 
that he believed the gravel from Sm ith’s 
pit was the best that had yet been placed 
on the streets, and thought it would satisfy 
the property-owners. 
Mr. A tkinson said everything would be 
satisfactory, provided that good gravel was 
used, and the Street Commissioner pro­ 
mi «ti ** »t he would do the best he could. 


BIDS FOR COAL SUPPLY . 
Bibs for furnishing fuel for the water 
works for the next year were opened. The 
lone Coal Company agreed to furnish fuel 
for $9 per million gallons of water pumped; 
the Sacram ento and lone Coal Company's 
bid was $9 75, and the Oregon Im prove­ 
m ent Company bid $9 18 for every million 
gallons of water pumped. 
The awarding of the contract was laid 
over for one week.

NEW DRAINAGE PUM P. 
The m atter of procuring a new pump for 
pum ping out drainage water was laid over 
pending a visit by the Trustees to the lo­ 
cality affected. 


TH E BOND ISSUE AGAIN. 
On motion of Mr. M cLaughlin, action on 
the preamble and resolutions subm itted by 
the City Attorney, concerning the holding 
of a special election to determ ine the pro­ 
posed bond issne for street purposes, was 
laid over until the special meeting on 
W ednesday. 
The Board expressed a desire that the 
names of all who are willing to serve as 
officers of the said election be presented at 
that tim e. 
POLLUTING TH E RIV ER. 
The Board was notified that a large dairy 
located above and near the city was pol­ 
luting the river water by dum ping therein 
the m anure from its barns, dead calves, 
etc., and the Clerk was instructed to call 
the attention of the City Attorney and 
Board of H ealth to the m atter at once. 
The Board adjourned after allowing a 
large num ber of Dills.

RAPID WORK. 


O n ly a F e w H o u rs in T o w n , a n d B o o k e d 
fo r L a rc e n y a n d H u rg la ry . 
Yesterday afternoon farmer John Flem ­ 
ing, who lives on Judge McKune’s Cosumnes 
ranch, was coming to the city, and over­ 
taking a young m an tram ping along in¿this 
direction, gave him a ride to town. 
Mr 
Flem ing put up his team at Sm ith’s stable 
on Seventh street, and left in the wagon a 
heavy, black overcoat. Shortly afterward 
the man to whom be had given a ride 
went to the stable, took the overcoat and 
sold it for $2 to a second-hard dealer on K 
street. 
Flem ing reported his loss to the police, 
and officers Lowell and Franks set out to 
find the thief, which task they accom­ 
plished about 9 o’clock at night. H e said 
his nam e was Charles Thompson, and ad­ 
mitted having taken the coat, but said he 
had sold it. The officers found on him , 
however, a half-dozen knives and forks, 
which it was afterward learned had been 
stolen from the French Restaurant, at Fifth 
and K streets.

H e claims 
to have revelations from “ inliuences” about 
him , whom he addresses as if they were 
servants, and he rattles away to the au­ 
dience at the rate of some hundreds ot 
words a m inute. 
“I don’t understand how I read your 
thoughts. I do it. I don’t ask you to be­ 
lieve it. You are judge and ju ry in my 
case. I’ve been five years in San Francisco 
giving tests. If I’m a fraud thev haven’t 
caught me yet. It I am a fraud I’m a 
clever one, e h ; catch me if you can. If I 
am in collusion with any people here find 
it out. How could I be? 
I got here at 
half-past 11, and have been resting ever 


S'" T f'l tell you truly 
like men and women ; 
tell it, too. 
We want the truth. There is 
no hokey-pokey biz about me. 
It Sam. 
Mott has fixed things for me, then he’s a 
fool to do it and let me take 75 per cent, of 
the proceeds. I am influenced: it is given 
me to see you. Like that m irror I reflect 
you. If you like it, well and good ; if you 
don’t, well and good. The more you talk 
about m e the more people will come to see 
me for themselves—see"?” 
Then Slater seated him self at the piano, 
with one thin leg straggling back on the 
stage and his slender body stiff upon the 
stool. H e sang "Beulah Laud” in a pretty 
tenor voice, and suddenly springing to the 
front of the stage began 
. W e can give 
but a few of his expressions, of course, for 
be is a ceaseless talker, and rains the 
King's English, som ewhat butchered, upon 
his auditors in an interm inable downpour. 
He twirled his handkerchief and spun 
about upon his tbin legs and talked and 
Btrided and chattered and laughed, alter­ 
nately defying and coaxing his audience, 
in his nervous, jerky, half hysterical way, 
which, if studied, is fine dram atic work. * 
" It’s given me to see one whose thoughts 
are far away; his body is here. H e’s 
thinking w hat a fool I’ve been to let oppor­ 
tunities slip. You, I mean (to H . C. Meg- 
erle); yon with eye-glasses. 
W hat a m em ­ 
ory you've got. You are inventing and 
thinking how you’ll get out of the place 
you are in, or shall you do so, eh ? That 
right. W ell, you’re all right. Stick where 
you are until November and you’ll come 
out all right.” 
Megerle nodded yes to all this generaliza­ 
tion and Slater danced about and knotted 
his handkerchief.

M o re o f th e E iq iu b lic a ii M e m b e rs o f th e 
H o u se O p p o sed to I t. 
W ashington. April 2ist —The Republi­ 
can members of the H ouse held u caucus 
to-uipht to receive, the report of its com- 
m it'ee on the silver question. 
Chairman Conger, of the Coinage Com­ 
m ittee, iu presenting the report of the com ­ 
m ittee, recited the concessions which the 
H ouse caucus com m ittee had offered to the 
Senate com mittee, told how negotiations 
had failed, mainly of the redemption and 
national propositions, and sum m ed up by 
reporting that the H ouse com m ittee had 
withdrawn all c.oucessiong, and that none 
of the fifteen members had decided to 
recom m end that tiie H ouse pass the m odi­ 
fied W indom bill as it came frcm the Coin 
age Committee. 
Representative W aiter, of Massachusetts, 
another member of the com mittee, upheld 
the com m ittee's action. 
H e maintained 
that its bill would secure all necessary re­ 
lief in the way of expansion o f currency 
and in substance reiterated Secretav W in- 
dom 's objections to the redemption "features 
of the Senate bill, pointing out the dangers 
underlying the positive requrement that 
Treasury notes should be redeemed iu law ­ 
ful money. 
The six members of the caucus com m it­ 
tee w ho refused to accede to the majority 
report favoring the modification of the 
W indom bill were Representatives Perkins 
of Kansas. Bartine of Nevada. W ickham 
o f Ohio, Carter of Montana. Taylor of Ill­ 
inois and Henderson of Iowa. 
They rep­ 
resented the Western . entim ent. and had u 
proposition of their own to offer. which 
w rs subm itted by Representative Perkins. 
It was set forth as a com promise measure, 
and iu fact is a com posite of the Senate and 
H ouse com m ini e bills. 
Dorsey of Nebraska entered a solem n 
protest against tne Eastern restrictive pol­ 
icy. 
H e prophecied that if the Republican 
party hesitated to adopt f;ee coinage or 
som ething equivalent it would surely be 
deteated at ttie polls this fall. 
The discussion ran until half past 11, 
when finally the entire subject was recom­ 
m itted to the caucus com m ittee. 
It became evident from the several votei 
on m inor propositions taken during the 
debate that the Republican members are 
opposed to the W indom bill in proportion 
o f two to one. 
T he com m ittee w ill report to another 
caucus m eeting W ednesday night.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, A pril 21st.—In the Senate to­ 
day. nmong th e bills placed on the calendar, 
w as the Seuate bill to provide tor an additional 
Associate Justice of the Suprem e Court of Ari­ 
zona. 
Keagan introduced a bill to repeal all laws for 
the retirem ent of arm y and navy officers from 
active service on pay. 
Plum b introduced a concurrent resolution di­ 
recting the Secretary of the Treasury to increase 
the Treasury purchase and coinage of silver 
bullion to th e m axim um am ount authorized by 
the Act of February 28.1878, and gave notice 
that he would ask for consideration to-morrow. 
T he Senate then took up the House World’s 
Fair bill. The only am endm ent reported by 
tbe Seuate com m ittee is the insertion of a new 
section providing lor a naval review iu New 
York harbor iu April, 1893, and the unveiling of 
a statue of Columbus at W ashington. 
Vest spoke at length in opposition to the bill. 
He nsked w hether there had been in the whole 
contest for the fair anything that elevated or 
dignified the Am erican character at hom e or 
abroad. If they were to assum e th e patriotic 
standpoint, or if th e idea was to illustrate na­ 
tional life on the four hundredth anniversary 
ot Am erica’s discovery, whv was it not done in 
the nam e of the people of the I'uited States 
w ithout contests and squabbles over location ? 
Why had it been a sort of auction between 
cities as to w hich would give the most money 
and entail the sm allest expense on the Govern­ 
m e n t-.’ If it was to be a national m atter w hy 
did not the nation itself, w ith its overflowing 
treasury, take upon itself the expense. The 
whole m atter from the beginning had been 
sim ply an advertising schem e and the basis of 
m unicipal rivalry betw een the great cities of 
the United States. 
In this connection Vest 
read extracts !rom m agazine and new spaper 
articles and com m ented upon them as scandal 
to the Am erican nam e and Am erican attributes. 
He referred to Chauncey liepew -s speech before 
tne Senate Com m ittee and to his m ention of the 
town of I’eekskill as his birthplace and as the 
center of a larger population th an th at of 
w hich St. Louis was the center, and said that 
Depew’s modesty had forbid him going any fur­ 
ther to show why Peekskill did not aspire to the 
site of the W orld's F'air. 
He (Vest) suggested 
that alter this great act of parturition the vital 
energies of Peekskill were exhausted, and that 
she had rem ained ever since in a state of in­ 
nocuous desuetude. [Laughter.] 
Mr. Vest read from a book gotten up in th e in ­ 
terests ot New York, the nature of which was a 
satire on Chicago’s wide extent of recently an ­ 
nexed territory. The following verse is a sam ­ 
ple of it: 
“ The shades ot night w ere falling fast, 
As o’er a K ansas prairie passed. 
A youth ol presence gaunt and thin; 
But vast th e shoes he travels in. 
H ad driven ninety m iles that day. 
Nor seen a shed w here he could stay, 
‘Oh, where am I ?’ at last he groaned; 
A passing stranger softly m oaned, -Chicago.’ ’’ 
T he reading of these verses produced great 
m errim ent in the Senate. 
Mr. Vest insinuated 
gently th a t the poet was Mr. Depew. 
For eigh­ 
teen m ouths he (Vest) had been engaged in tbe 
hum ble task of aU em -ting to discover whv the 
m eat products ot the great States of the 'West 
were so depressed; th at the cattle-raiser did not 
receive pay for his corn, his grass, his oats to 
say nothing of his tim e and attention. If his 
constituents could go to Chicago, iu the great 
stock-vards, am id the bellowing ot cattle and 
grunting of hogs, they 
would 
find 
w hat 
had 
become 
of 
th eir 
cattle, 
and 
how their profits were lost to them . or if they 
w ent iuto w heat pit at Chicago thev would 
there find, am id the bellowing of bears and 
roaring bulls (presided over by “ Old H utch."), 
w hat had become of th eir w heat crops year 
after year. In Chicago the foreigner could see 
all the em ergencies and perils of the com ing 
tuture; they could see the fi.-st strain on Am eri­ 
can institutions based on universal suffrage. 
He would iind thcie a restless and dangerous 
foreign population. For him self he did not ob­ 
ject th at loreigners should see that phenom enal 
city of the great West, but as a Senator he could 
not give his vote for the bill creating an expo­ 
sition in any city of th e United Stales. He oe- 
Jieved, as a practical business m an, th a t it 
cam e too soon after the great Paris exposition 
In his honest judgm ent people outside ol the 
cities engaged in the contest did not care any­ 
thing about tbe exposi ion. 
Had the tim e 
come w hen in this countrv people had to be 
am used w ith shows In th eir condition of great 
pecuniary distress, of unjust law s and outrages 
perpetrated upon them ? 
Gorman offered an am endm ent to strike out 
th e provision for a naval review and insert an 
appropriation of $500 000 for a m em orial build­ 
ing in W ashington, as a repository of antiqui­ 
ties of the Western H em isphere 
Rejected. 
Cullom said Chicago would m ake the fair a 
grand success and m anifest her appreciation of 
the great honor conferred upon her. 
When the 
nam e of Chicago was m entioned, he said, the 
Senator from Missouri(Ve-t) seem ed to be seized 
w ith a kind of hydrophobia. 
He (Cullom) did 
not know w hat harm Chicago had ever done to 
the senator. The Senator had sa d that his peo­ 
ple were iu doubt as to w hether they would go 
to Chicago or to hades—and this raised the ques­ 
tion as to w hich place the gentlem an repre­ 
sented. But tbe people of Missouri would be at 
the exposition by the tens ol thousands, w hether 
tbe Seuator ,iked it or not. 
Blair lacetiously suggested that the city of 
Hades m ust be a Dem ocratic city. 
Blair was 
opposed to the proposition of holding a naval 
review, as fostering the spirit of war. T hat ac­ 
cursed institution; of savagery, infernal war 
should be abolished. 
He offered an am end­ 
m ent authorizing tbe I’re-ident to hold an cxhi- 
lion of public schools and a review of the puts 
lic-schoot children of Chicago: also, an am end­ 
m ent for the erection o f a statue in the memory 
of Queen Isabella of Spain. 
Both were re­ 
jected. 
Hoar moved to am end bvstriking out th e pro­ 
vision for Colum bus’ statue. 
Plum b argued against the naval review , and 
said the purpose back of this am endm ent was 
that New York should have som ething to break 
its fall—som ething th a t m ight m inim ize the 
tair at Chicago. The naval review is essen­ 
tially a monarc-hial idea 
The United .States 
ought to show the difference between m onar­ 
chy based on arm s and a republic based on 
legitim ate pursuits of p**oce 
A lter further discussion H oar's am endm ent 
striking out the Columbus statue was agreed to 
and the rem ainder of the am endm ent, “ for a 
naval review ,” was adopted—yeas 28, nays 27. 
Biair m ovedlo add to the first section the pro- 
vtslon that no intoxicating liquors, wines or 
beer shaii I>: sold to be used asa beverage w ith­ 
in the lim its of the exio-ition grounds. 
Cutter thought th a t the m atter m ight be left 
to the people of i hleago, aud his motion to lay 
the am endm ent on the table wes agreed to bv 
a vote of 83 to 16. The negative votes were: Al­ 
lison, Blackburn.
